New York — On Septem¬ 
ber 19th and 20th, authori¬ 
ties from all over the world 
gathered at the United 
Nations to discuss how to 
reduce the impact of non- 
communicable diseases. 
NCDs include cancer, dia¬ 
betes, obesity, cardiovas¬ 
cular disease, and chronic 
respiratory diseases and 
represent the leading 
cause of death in the world 
today, with three out of 
four people in the Ameri¬ 
cas suffering from one of 
these ailments. 

Dr. Richard Visser, Minister of 
Health and Sports of Aruba, 
addressed the United Na¬ 
tions on behalf of the King¬ 
dom of the Netherlands on 
Tuesday, September 20th. 
Dr. Visser introduced the 
“THE ARUBA CALL FOR AC¬ 
TION ON OBESITY, With Spe¬ 
cial Attention to Childhood 
Obesity” declaration. 

This documented call for 
action was recently written 
and signed in June 2011 by 
22 nations of the Americas 
during the Pan American 
Conference on Obesity 
held in Aruba. 

A wide range of represen¬ 
tatives including national, 
provincial and municipal 
government representa¬ 
tives; ministers, senators; 
minister’s representatives, 
scientists, experts, journal¬ 
ists, and athletes from two 
dozen countries of all the 
Americas took part in this 
Conference, that paid spe¬ 
cial attention to Childhood 
Obesity. 

During the High-Level 
Meetings at the United Na¬ 
tions, Dr. Visser discussed 
Aruba's battle against 
noncommunicable diseas¬ 
es, highlighting the use of 
eHealth for prevention, and 
announced that a guide to 
healthy food will be issued 
promote healthy eating 
habits. 

In Aruba, he said, the non- 
communicable disease 
burden was having an ad¬ 


verse impact on health 
costs. He commented that 
little work used to be done 
in prevention, so efforts 
were under way to encour¬ 
age prevention throughout 
the lifecourse. 

The minister remarked that 
sports are “the first thing to 
disappear when there are 
no funds and the last to re¬ 


ceive funds when they are 
available.” 

“We are attacking all the 
problems of noncommu¬ 
nicable diseases together. 
We must engage in their 
joint prevention to maxi¬ 
mize efforts, he stated. 

Dr. Visser highlighted e few 
actions that were proposed 
in The Aruba Call for Action 


on Obesity, with Special At¬ 
tention to Childhood Obe¬ 
sity. 

- To commit to the fight 
against childhood obesity 
and to promote healthy 
weight by sharing strate¬ 
gies and actions with and 
between our respective 
governments, institutions 
and communities; To sup¬ 


port effective public poli¬ 
cies and multi-level, com¬ 
prehensive strategies to 
address obesity, based on 
the principles as described 
in the call for action. 

- To facilitate accumu¬ 
lation and exchange of 
knowledge on which proj¬ 
ects and strategies have 
proved effective and in 
which settings. 

- To increase awareness 
that obesity has a signifi¬ 
cant impact on labor pro¬ 
ductivity, and therefore on 
the social and economic 
development of countries 
and to invest in health pro¬ 
motion to prevent and re¬ 
duce obesity. 

- To incorporate obesity 
data into chronic disease 
surveillance systems in 
member countries and 
to monitor, measure and 
evaluate progress made to 
reduce the prevalence of 
obesity and its associated 
risk factors. 

Dr. Regina Benjamin, Sur¬ 
geon General of the United 
States, explained that non- 
communicable diseases 
are a major public health 
problem and a burden on 
the economy. 

Obesity is one of the dis¬ 
eases with the highest bur¬ 
den in the United States, 
especially among children 
and in the African-Amer¬ 
ican and Hispanic popu¬ 
lations, she stated, refer¬ 
ring among other things to 
the “Let’s Move” initiative, 
spearheaded by First Lady 
Michelle Obama. 

Physical activity is one of 
the foundations for the 
prevention of noncommu¬ 
nicable diseases and must 
be integrated into health 
policy, agreed health au¬ 
thorities from Aruba, Brazil, 
the United States, and Peru 
at an event held on the 
eve of the United Nations 
High-level Meeting on Non- 
communicable Diseases 
(NCDs).a

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) 

A suicide attacker with a 
bomb in his turban posed 
os a Taliban peace envoy 
and assassinated a former 
Afghan president who for 
the past year headed a 
government council seek¬ 
ing a political settlement 
with the insurgents. Tues¬ 
day's attack, carried out 
in former President Burhan¬ 
uddin Rabbani's Kabul 
home, dealt a harsh blow 
to attempts at ending a 
decade of war. The killing 
of Rabbani, an ethnic Ta¬ 
jik and one of the wise old 
men of Afghan politics, 
will blunt efforts to keep in 
check the regional and 
ethnic rivalries that help 
feed the insurgency. Presi¬ 
dent Hamid Karzai cut short 
a visit to the United Nations 
and called on Afghans to 
remain unified in the face 
of Rabbani's “martyrdom.” 
An emergency Cabinet 


meeting was called for 
Wednesday. 

The attack came days after 
a daytime assault by insur¬ 
gents on the U.S. Embassy 
and NATO headquarters 
that deepened a sense of 
insecurity in the capital. 
NATO said in a statement 


that two suicide bombers 
were involved in the attack 
on Rabbani, both of them 
men who had feigned a 
desire to reconcile with the 
government. It was unclear 
if a second bomber was 
able to detonate his explo¬ 
sives. 


Afghan officials, howev¬ 
er, insisted there was only 
one attacker. Four men 
were wounded, including 
a key presidential adviser, 
said Mohammad Zahir, 
the head of criminal in¬ 
vestigations for the Kabul 
police. Initial reports had 
four bodyguards killed but 
Zahir said those were incor¬ 
rect. Close friends of Rab¬ 
bani said that the former 
president returned from a 
trip to Iran to meet with a 
man who had been de¬ 
scribed as a high-ranking 
Taliban contact. The visitor, 
a young man, was shown 
into the house by two of 
Rabbani's associates at 
the Afghan High Peace 
Council, who insisted that 
he did not need to be ful¬ 
ly searched, said a friend 
who spoke anonymously 
because he was not a 
spokesman. When Rabbani 
appeared, the man shook 
the former president's hand 
and bowed as a sign of 
respect, said Fazel Karim 


Aimaq, a former lawmaker 
from Kunduz province and 
friend of Rabbani. 

“Then his turban exploded,” 
Aimaq said. The blast broke 
windows in Rabbani's home 
and shook nearby houses. 
As the leader of the anti- 
Taliban Northern Alliance, 
Rabbani sought a politi¬ 
cal deal with the Taliban 
— with U.S. blessing — and 
he will be hard to replace 
soon. His death could un¬ 
leash a well of resentment 
among some senior North¬ 
ern Alliance members, who 
accuse Karzai of colluding 
with the Taliban. 

Already Afghanistan's eth¬ 
nic minorities have begun 
to rearm in the face of ne¬ 
gotiations with the Taliban, 
who are mostly ethnic Pash- 
tuns, as is Karzai. Rabbani's 
killing is likely to accelerate 
that process and lay the 
foundation for a possible 
civil war once U.S. combat 
troops leave the country or 
take on support roles by the 
end of 2014.Q

TULSA, Okla. - Master Sgt. 
Anthony Henry, a top Ma¬ 
rine recruiting trainer for the 
southwestern United States, 
pulled up to Tulsa’s big¬ 
gest gay community cen¬ 
ter Tuesday morning and 
left his van where he could 
make a fast getaway. 

“I hove an exit strategy,” 
he said. “I know where 
my choke points ore. I’ve 
strategically parked my 
car right on the curbside, I 
have an out.” 

But as it happened, one of 
the strangest days in the 
history of the U.S. Marine 
Corps unfolded without 
the protests and insults that 
Henry had feared. Henry, 
who had been invited to 
set up a recruiting booth 
on the first day of the end 
of “don’t ask, don't tell” at 
the Dennis R. Neill Equality 
Center in downtown Tulsa, 
instead spent it in quiet 
conversation with a trickle 
of gay women who came 
in to ask about joining the 
Marines. 

“It’s your business and you 
don’t hove to share it,” 


Henry told Ariel Pratt, who 
asked whether she would 
face discrimination in the 
military os a lesbian. “But 
you're also free to be at the 
mall with your girlfriend.” 
Pratt, 20, asked Henry what 
he liked about the Marines. 
“It’s like a little family,” he 


said. “We get mad at each 
other, we joke with each 
other, but we don’t let any¬ 
body else make fun of us. 
That's pretty cool.” 

The Marines were the ser¬ 
vice most opposed to end¬ 
ing the “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” policy but were the 
only one of five invited 
branches of the military to 
turn up with their recruiting 
table and chin-up bar at 
the center Tuesday morn¬ 
ing. 

Although Marines pride 
themselves on being the 
most testosterone-fueled 
of the services, they also 
ferociously promote their 
view of themselves as the 
best. With the law now 
changed, the Marines ap¬ 
pear determined to prove 
that they will be better than 
the Army, Navy, Air Force 
and Caast Guard in recruit¬ 
ing gay, lesbian and bisex¬ 
ual service members. 

Still, judging by the traffic 
at the gay rights center 
Tuesday, there will not be 
an immediate flood of gay 
and lesbian Marine appli¬ 
cants. By 3 p.m., more than 
four hours after the Marines 
had set up their boath ap- 
pasite the center's AIDS 
quilt, cniy three women 
had wandered in, nane

Cherokee Nation makes new 
deal allowing freedman vote

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Cherokee Nation reached 
an agreement Tuesday 
to allow descendants of 
slaves once owned by the 
Oklahoma tribe’s members 
to vote for its principal chief 
— just as a federal judge 
was about to get involved. 
Attorneys for the slave de¬ 
scendants, called freed- 
men, said the agreement 
calls forextending balloting 
for this Saturday's special 
election until Oct. 8 so that 
those qualified to vote can 
be notified and participate. 
The agreement came dur¬ 
ing a hearing in federal 
court in Washington, where 
U.S. District Judge Henry 
Kennedy was poised to de¬ 
liver his ruling on whether 
Saturday’s election could 
continue without the freed¬ 
man participation. 
Freedmen attorney Jon 
Velie asked the judge for a 


15-minute recess to negoti¬ 
ate over a proposal made 
by the tribe. After more 
than an hour huddling in 
the hallway with his clients 
and discussing the proposal 
with other attorneys, Velie 
returned to court to an¬ 
nounce the deal. Kennedy 
gave the parties until 10 
a.m. Wednesday to submit 
a written agreement. 

The agreement is a tem¬ 
porary reprieve in the 
long-running debate over 
whether the freedmen 
should be given full mem¬ 
bership rights in the one of 
the country’s largest tribes. 
But the lawsuit brought by 
the slave descendants — to 
keep their right to vote and 
other tribal benefits after 
tribe members voted to cut 
them off — will continue in 
federal court. 

“The main thing is to have 
an election that doesn’t vi¬ 
olate tribal or federal law,” 
Cherokee Nation Acting 


Principal Chief S. Joe Crit¬ 
tenden late Tuesday. “This 
order should re-establish 
the status quo as it existed 
during the June and July 
elections.” 

he freedmen also are suing 
the U.S. government, citing 
an 1866 federal treaty with 
the Cherokee Nation they 
say guarantees their tribal 
rights. 

An attorney for the United 
States, Amber Blaha, told 
Kennedy at the hearing 
that the Interior Department 
believes they have the right 
to full citizenship rights un¬ 
der the treaty and an elec¬ 
tion without their participa¬ 
tion would be illegal. Satur¬ 
day’s special election was 
ordered by the tribe’s Su¬ 
preme Court after recounts 
from a flawed election in 
June were reversed sever¬ 
al times, with the longtime 
chief and his challenger 
each being declared the 
winner twice. □

SAN DIEGO (AP) — A U.S. 

pharmaceutical tycoon 
asked California’s attorney 
general to review findings 
that his girlfriend killed her¬ 
self by tying her wrists and 
ankles and hanging herself 
naked from a balcony of 
his historic mansion, ac¬ 
cording to a letter released 
Tuesday. 

Jonah Shacknai of Arizona 
said he hoped the review 
would give “confidence, 
comfort and resolution” to 
those questioning whether 
Rebecca Zahau commit¬ 
ted suicide July 13 at his 
Coronado mansion near 
San Diego. 

Shacknai, 54, said he hod 
no reason to doubt find¬ 
ings by Son Diego County 
authorities that his 32-year- 
old girlfriend killed herself 
two days after Shacknai's 
6-year-old son accidental¬ 
ly fell while under her watch and died days later. 

“I believe the only way to achieve some dignified resolu¬ 
tion for everyone who has been touched by the horrible 
events of this summer will be through the efforts of your 
office,” Shacknai wrote in a letter dated Monday and re¬ 
leased by his public relations firm Tuesday. 

Lynda Gledhill, a spokeswoman for California Attorney 
General Kamolo Harris, declined to comment beyond ac¬ 
knowledging the letter hod been received. 

Investigators said Zahou's DNA was found on a knife, rope 
and bedposts, along with her footprints on a dusty bal¬ 
cony. 

They believe Zahau tied rope around her ankles and 
loosely tied her wrists together in front of her before slip¬ 
ping one hand out, putting her hands behind her back 
and reinserting her wrist into the loop of rope. She appar¬ 
ently hung herself by climbing over a balcony with a rope 
tied around her neck and attached tc a bedpost. 
Zahau’s family immediately questioned the findings dis¬ 
closed by authorities Sept. 2 at a 1 'A-hour news canfer- 
ence that included a video reenactment of how they 
think she bound her wrists. Shacknai acknowledged in his 
letter that the circumstances at Zahau’s death were “un¬ 
deniably strange.” 

San Diego County Sheriff Bill Gore defended his depart¬ 
ment’s findings Tuesday but said he supported Shacknai’s 
request and would cooperate with the attorney general if 
she reviews the case. 

Zahau family attorney Anne Bremner declined to 
comment. □

ATLANTA (AP) — Yet an¬ 
other appeal denied, Troy 
Davis was left with little to 
do Tuesday but wait to be 
executed for a murder he 
insists he did not commit. 
He lost his most realistic 
chance to avoid lethal in¬ 
jection on Tuesday, when 
Georgia's pardons board 
rejected his appeal for 
clemency. As his sched¬ 
uled 7 p.m. Wednesday ex¬ 
ecution neared, his back¬ 
ers resorted to far-fetched 
measures: urging prison 
workers to strike or call in 
sick, asking prosecutors 
to block the execution — 
even considering a desper¬ 
ate appeal for White House 
intervention. 

He has gotten support from 
hundreds of thousands of 
people, including a former 
FBI director, former Presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter and 
Pope Benedict XVI, and a 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
gave him an unusual op¬ 
portunity to prove his inno¬ 
cence last year. State and 
federal courts, however, 
repeatedly upheld his con¬ 
viction for the 1989 killing 
of Mark MacPhail, an off- 
duty police officer who was 
working as a security guard 
in Savannah when he was 
shot dead rushing to help 
a homeless man who was 
being attacked. 

Davis’ attorneys say he 
was convicted based on 
flawed testimony that has 
been largely recanted by 
witnesses, but prosecutors 
and MacPhail’s relatives 
say they have no doubt 
the right man is being pun¬ 
ished. 

“Justice was finally served 
for my father,” said Mark 
MacPhail Jr., who was an 
infant when his father was 
gunned down. “The truth 
was finally heard.” 

As Davis’ attorneys consid¬ 
ered filing another appeal, 
his supporters planned 
vigils and rallies around 
the world. Nearly 1 million 
signed a petition seeking 
clemency, according to 
Amnesty International. 
“We’ve been praying 
about it and with God on 
our side anything can hap¬ 
pen,” DeJaun Correia-Da- 
vis, the condemned man’s 


17-year-old nephew, told 
a rally of hundreds in front 
of the Georgia Capitol 
late Tuesday. “Let this be 
a case that not only high¬ 
lights the death penalty 
but will hopefully be a big 
part in bringing it to an 
end.” 

Georgia initially planned 
to execute Davis in July 
2007, but the pardons 
board granted him a stay 
less than 24 hours before 
he was to die. The U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court stepped in a 
year later and halted the 
lethal injection just two 
hours before he was to be 
executed. And a federal 
appeals court halted an¬ 
other planned execution a 
few months later. 

This time, state officials 
are confident this lethal 
injection will be carried 
out. Georgia’s governor 
does not have the power 
to grant condemned in¬ 
mates clemency. Davis 
supporters are calling on 
Chatham County District 
Attorney Larry Chisolm to 
block the execution. But 
the prosecutor said in a 
statement Tuesday he’s 
powerless to withdraw an 


execution order for Davis 
issued by a state Superior 
Court judge. 

“We appreciate the out¬ 
pouring of interest in this 


case; however, this matter 
is beyond our control,” Chi¬ 
solm said. 

Spencer Lawton, the pros¬ 
ecutor who secured Davis’ 


conviction in 1991, said he 
has no doubt he is guilty. 
“What we have had is a 
manufactured appear¬ 
ance of doubt which has 
taken on the quality of le¬ 
gitimate doubt itself. And 
all of it is exquisitely unfair,” 
Lawton said. 

MacPhail was shot to 
death Aug. 19, 1989, after 
coming to the aid of Larry 
Young, a homeless man 
who was pistol-whipped in 
a Burger King parking lot. 
Prosecutors say Davis was 
with another man who was 
demanding that Young 
give him a beer when Da¬ 
vis pulled out a handgun 
and bashed Young with it. 
When MacPhail arrived to 
help, prosecutors say Da¬ 
vis had a smirk on his face 
when he shot the officer to 
death. 

Witnesses placed Davis at 
the crime scene and iden¬ 
tified him as the shooter. 
Shell casings were linked to 
a shooting hours earlier that 
Davis was convicted of. 
There was no other physi¬ 
cal evidence. No blood or 
DNA tied Davis to the crime 
and the weapon was nev¬ 
er located. □ 
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Council head vows new Libya will work for peace

UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 

The new Libya will join the 
international community 
as a nation committed to 
peace, security, and de¬ 
mocracy, the head of the 
transitional government 
said Monday, as world lead¬ 
ers pledged support for the 
nation emerging from over 
four decades of rule under 
Moammar Gadhafi. 
National Transitional Coun¬ 
cil chairman Mustafa Ab- 
dul-Jalil took the floor for 
the first time at the United 
Nations, speaking at a high- 
powered meeting attend¬ 
ed by U.S. President Barack 
Obama, French President 
Nicolas Sarkozy and other 
world leaders to assess the 
path forward after Gad- 
hafi's ouster following an al¬ 
most seven-month civil war. 
Abdul-Jalil was at the world 
body as the new, albeit 
transitional, Libyan presi¬ 
dent — an appearance 
that marks what the inter¬ 
national community hopes 
is the start of a new era in 
a nation best known for its 
support of terrorism and 
the eccentricities of its now 
ousted leader. The General 
Assembly voted Friday to 
transfer Libya's seat from 
Gadhafi to the former rebel 
movement. 

“I want to assure every¬ 
one that Libya will be a 
vital state, a vibrant state 
that upholds the principles 
of peace and security in 
the region, a state that re¬ 
spects human rights, and 


establishes a nation in 
which Libyans can govern¬ 
ment themselves and seek 
official position through 
elections,” Abdul-Jalil told 
several hundred ministers 
and diplomats. 

Emerging later from the 
warm reception, he told 
reporters: “From the place 
where Moammar Gadhafi 
tore up the United Nations’ 
Charter, we return today 
and say that Libya, as part 
of the international com¬ 
munity, will work to achieve 
security and peace.” Fie 
was referring to the ousted 
Libyan leader’s rambling 
96-minute speech to the 
U.N. General Assembly in 
2009 where at one point he 
slightly ripped up the U.N. 
Charter, prompting a re¬ 
buke. 

While upbeat about the 
country's future, Abdul- 
Jalil told the meeting that 
“the road before us is still 
long and there are many 
challenges at many levels 
... either because of the 
presence of Gadhafi or be¬ 
cause of challenges relat¬ 
ed to launching the devel¬ 
opment process to rebuild 
and reconstruct the state.” 
“Although we are a rich 
country, we require assis¬ 
tance,” Abdul-Jalil said. 

The meeting at the U.N., 
where Abdul-Jalil sat at 
a podium flanked by the 
new Libyan flag along with 
that of the U.N., comes at 
a pivotal time for the coun¬ 
try. Although the former 
rebels have seized control 
over much of the country. 


they are still battling Gad¬ 
hafi loyalists in several cit¬ 
ies, including Sirte, which 
sits 250 miles (400 kilome¬ 
ters) southeast of Tripoli on 
the Mediterranean coast. 
Gadhafi remains at large 
and on Tuesday issued a 
statement, saying in an 
audio recording that his 
regime is still alive and that 
was occurring in the coun¬ 


try now was a “charade.” 
Qatar's emir. Sheik Flamad 
bin Khalifa Al Thani, whose 
country was one of the first 
and most significant back¬ 
ers of the former rebels, 
urged all parties and sec¬ 
tors of Libyan society to 
meet “in some sort of a na¬ 
tional congress to consult 
and to agree on measure 
to be taken to establish 
stability.” 

“Then only can they chart 
the course for the new 
state that the Libyans will 


choose to respond to their 
aspirations,” the emir said. 
Aside from the political 
and security issues, the 
OPEC member must also 
work on rebuilding its 
economy and restarting 
oil production that es¬ 
sentially halted with the 
outbreak of violence and 
an exodus of the foreign 
workers who man the 


fields. Before the civil war, 
Libya produced about 
1.6 million barrels per day, 
and only recently has out¬ 
put from at least one field 
begun. 

In addition, the NTC is 
grappling with the mount¬ 
ing humanitarian cri¬ 
sis in the country, with 
thousands wounded in 
the fighting and water 
and food supplies still 
stretched. □ 




Mexican 
papers 
drop sex ads

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Two of 

Mexico’s largest newspaper 
groups said Tuesday they 
have stopped running most 
of the sex ads that once 
blanketed the back pages 
of their popular tabloids. 

The newspaper El Universal 
said in a front-page story 
that it and its tabloid El Graf- 
ico will not carry “ads that 
could be used by traffickers 
of people” to help combat 
what experts call a huge 
problem of exploitation of 
women and children in Mex¬ 
ico. 

“We call on the journalistic 
community to close the door 
to criminals, not just in the 
commercial sphere, and not 
just in newspapers and mag¬ 
azines,” said Juan Francisco 
Ealy, the executive president 
of El Universal. 

The newspaper Reforma 
also said it had canceled 
the ads. Veronica Tapia of 
Grupo Reforma said the 
company’s flagship broad¬ 
sheet, Reforma, and its tab¬ 
loid Metro would no longer 
accept sexual-service ads. 
Both companies’ tabloid 
editions continued to run 
ads Tuesday for what ap¬ 
pear to be sexually oriented 
phone chat services, but 
escort-style ads that once 
ran into the dozens had 
disappeared.^

LUSAKA, Zambia (AP) — 

Scattered violence in im¬ 
poverished areas of Zam¬ 
bia's capital marred but did 
not derail general elections 
in this copper-rich southern 
African country. 

First results were expected 
late Wednesday after 12 
hours of voting ended at 6 
p.m. Tuesday. 

Rupiah Banda seeks a new 
term of office after com¬ 
pleting the term of his pre¬ 
decessor Levy Mwanowo- 
sa. 

Some analysts said Banda, 
who had been Mwana- 
wasa’s vice president, ben¬ 
efited from voter sympathy 
when he won by just 35,000 
votes following Mwanawa- 
sa’s sudden death. 

During that 2008 special 
election, Zambia's econo¬ 
my was in trouble. 

Now, the country is benefit¬ 
ing from rising world cop¬ 
per prices. The boom has 
helped create 100,000 jobs 
in Zambia and the govern¬ 
ment has built bridges, air¬ 
ports and hospitals with rev¬ 
enue from copper. 

While Banda is taking credit 
for the strong economy, the 
race is still expected to be 
close. Ten candidates are 
on the presidential ballot, 
but only Banda and Mi¬ 
chael Safa — who has lost 
three previous presidential 
votes, including in 2008 — 
are considered contenders. 

Zambia's 5 million vot¬ 
ers also are choosing 150 
members of parliament 


and more than 1,000 mu¬ 
nicipal councilors. 

Safa is known for his popu¬ 
list rhetoric and attacks on 
China's hefty investment in 
Zambia. 


Polling was generally 
smooth. But police spokes¬ 
woman Ndandula Sia- 
mana said that in one Lu¬ 
saka neighborhood, voters 
claimed they saw a man 
with pre-marked ballot pa¬ 
pers. 

Siamana said a crowd 
burned the papers, as well 
as a truck and a small bar.

Plane crash

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 

— Three people died when 
a twin-engine turboprop 
aircraft used by a domes¬ 
tic Haitian airline crashed 
while trying to land during 
heavy rain in northern Hai¬ 
ti on Tuesday, authorities 
said. 

Police and the airline Sal¬ 
sa d’Haiti said the plane's 
two pilots and its only pas¬ 
senger were found dead 
in the wreckage in a rural 
area outside the northern 
coastal city of Cap-Haitien. 
Cap-Haitien Mayor Michel 
St. Croix told The Associ¬ 
ated Press that the dead 
were two men and one 
woman. 

An employee for the airline 
told the AP that one of the 
male pilots was from the 
neighboring Dominican 
Republic and the other 
from Mexico. 

The female passenger was 
from Vietnam, he said. The 
employee said he couldn’t 
give his name because he 
wasn't authorized to speak 
to the press. 

Frantz Lerebours, spokes¬ 
man for the Haitian Na¬ 
tional Police, also reported 
three killed. 

Earlier, local police officer 
Ernst Silenceuse told the 
AP that the plane was a 
Beechcraft 99. That model 
can carry two pilots and 15 
passengers. 

Silenceuse said the plane 
went down outside Cap- 
Haitien while trying to land 
in rain. □

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Pasta swims with the ciams

A bowl of garlicky clams, 
steamed in their own juices, 
with white wine, good oil 
and plenty of fresh herbs, 
begs for something to sop 
up the sauce. 


A crusty loaf will do. But 
when something a little 
more refined is in order, 
linguine can be even bet¬ 
ter, especially if you let the 
pasta finish cooking in the 
clams' heady liquid. 
Finishing pasta in a pan of 
sauce is a classic Italian 
technique. The idea is that 
you boil the pasta in a pot 
of water until just before it 
becomes al dente. Then 
you drain it and let it cook 
through in a pan of simmer¬ 
ing sauce. 

It does require more work 
than dumping it in a bowl 
and tossing it, but it is worth 
it. 

For one, the starch from the 
pasta thickens the sauce, 
helping it cling to the noo¬ 
dles. It also gives the pasta 
a chance to take on the 
flavors of the sauce, mak¬ 
ing the whole dish more in¬ 
tegrated. 

The technique works par¬ 
ticularly well with thinner, 
brothier sauces like this elixir 
of savory clam juice, garlic 
and wine. The clam sauce- 
infused pasta is like a magic 


seafood extender, spread¬ 
ing that fragrant ocean 
flavor all around the bowl, 
not just when you bite into 
a clam. 

You can use the technique 
with any standard pasta 
with a white clam sauce 


recipe. But in the spirit of 
get-them-while-the-get- 
ting's-good, I added a mix 
of brightly hued cherry to¬ 
matoes to the last batch I 
made. 

To concentrate their es¬ 
sence, I roasted the toma¬ 


toes with some smashed 
garlic cloves. The garlic 
became nuggets of soft 
candy while the tomatoes 
grew both sweeter and 
more tart. 

I then threw a good mea¬ 
sure of chopped raw garlic

into the pot. The flavors of 
chopped, sauteed garlic 
and caramelized, roasted 
garlic are completely dif¬ 
ferent, and I wanted them 
both: one pungent, biting 
and zippy, the other soft, 
mellow and creamy. 


The pasta happily ab¬ 
sorbed all the liquid, be¬ 
coming complex, intense 
and very clammy, a per¬ 
fect sop without the sop¬ 
ping. 

LINGUINE WITH LITTLENECKS, 
ROASTED TOMATOES AND 
CARAMELIZED GARLIC 

Time: 45 minutes 
14 garlic cloves 
2 pints cherry tomatoes, a 
mix of colors is nice 
6 tablespoons extra-virgin 
olive oil, more for drizzling 
1 /4 teaspoon fine sea salt 
1 teaspoon black pepper 
Salt 

1 pound dry linguine 
1/2 teaspoon crushed red 
pepper flakes 
1 /2 cup dry white wine 
4 dozen littleneck clams, 
scrubbed 

1/4 cup torn mint leaves.l. 
Heat the oven to 450 de¬ 
grees. Smash and peel 8 
garlic cloves; peel and 
finely chop the remaining 
6. Toss the smashed garlic 
with the tomatoes, 2 table¬ 
spoons of oil, fine sea salt, 
and 1/4 teaspoon black 
pepper. Spread the toma¬ 
toes out in a layer in one 
or two baking pans (make 
sure they aren’t too crowd¬ 
ed, so they don't steam) 
and roast tomatoes, toss¬ 
ing occasionally, until burst¬ 
ing, 15 to 20 minutes. 

2. In a large pot of heavily 
salted boiling water, cook 
the pasta until it is 2 minutes 
from being done to taste. 
Drain. 

3. Return the pasta pot to 
medium-high heat. Warm 4 
tablespoons oil in the pot. 
Add the chopped gar¬ 
lic and red pepper flakes; 
cook for 30 seconds. Add 
the wine and let simmer 2 
minutes. Stir in the roasted 
tomatoes and garlic. Add 
the clams. Cover the pot 
and cook until the clams 
open, 5 to 10 minutes. Use 
tongs to transfer open 
clams to a bowl; discard 
any that do not open. 

4. Add the pasta and 3/4 
teaspoon black pepper 
to the sauce in the pot. 
Cook, tossing, until pasta 
is just cooked through. Re¬ 
turn the clams to the pot 
and toss with the pasta. 
Divide mixture among serv¬ 
ing bowls. Garnish with mint 
and drizzle with more oil. 
Yield; 6 servings.Q

My mother’s meatloaf 
was correct - moist, well 
seasoned, part oatmeal, 
mostly beef, with a band 
of bottled red chili sauce 
down the center. It was 
dependable, but it was not 
the stuff of dreams. Other 
mothers' meatloaf reci¬ 
pes sometimes appeared, 
like a stuffed, cheesy one I 
liked, but mostly the house 
version prevailed through¬ 
out my childhood. To my 
emerging sensibilities, the 
occasional stuffed cab¬ 
bage was more interesting, 
and chafing-dish Swedish 
meatballs had a certain 
appeal. 

I also liked the smell of ham¬ 
burgers before they were 
cooked, sprinkled with salt 
and pepper and resting on 
wax paper. 

Out in the larger world, I 
discovered that meat put 
through the grinder could 
be so much more than a 
plain burger. 

There were sausages, and 
meatball subs, and pasta 
sauces, and hearty, fiery 
dishes with beans. Who 
knew? By now, all grown 
up. I’ve sampled and 
cooked many more kinds 
of ground-meat concoc¬ 
tions, from spice-laden 
saucy Moroccan boulettes 
to rustic French pates to 
Italian polpettine, both sim¬ 
mered and fried. 

The Middle Eastern way 
with ground lamb, or beef, 
for that matter, is in combi¬ 
nation with cracked bulgur 
wheat and onion.Q

SANTO DOMINGO, Domini¬ 
can Repubiic (AP) —Former 
World Series MVP Manny 
Ramirez, Vv'ho retired in April 
after he tested positive for 
a performance-enhancing 
substance, hopes to play 
for a winter league team in 
his Caribbean homeland, 
the club’s president said 
Tuesday. 

Winston Llenas, president of 
the Cibao Eagles, a winter 


league team in the north¬ 
ern Dominican Republic 
for whom Ramirez played 
in 1993-94, told The Associ¬ 
ated Press during a Tues¬ 
day phone interview that 
Ramirez is expected to 
start training with his former 
team next week. 

Llenas said the 39-year-old 
Ramirez told team officials 
that he wants to “play be¬ 
fore the Dominican fans 
and to perhaps motivate 
other Major League stars to 
also play in the country.” 
Ramirez retired in April from 
the Tampa Bay Rays after 
he tested positive for a per¬ 
formance-enhancing sub¬ 
stance. Rather than face 
a 100-game suspension for 
a second violation of Ma¬ 
jor League Baseball's drug 
policy, the 12-time All-Star 
left the game. 

Ramirez previously served a 
50-game ban in 2009 with 
the Los Angeles Dodgers. 
Second-time offenders get 
double that penalty. 

His positive test for human 
chorionic gonadotropin, 
a banned female fertil¬ 
ity drug often used to help 
mask steroid use, would not 
prevent him from playing in 
the Dominican Republic.^

He is No. 1 on the European 
Tour money list and No. 2 
on the PGA Tour money list, 
with a chance to become 
the first player to win mon¬ 
ey titles on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 

And along with three wins 
this year, he has finished 
out of the top 10 in only five 
of the 20 tournaments he 
has played this year.

Margarito feared eye injury could end career

NEW YORK (AP) — At first, 
Antonio Margarito just 
thought it was a good shot 
by Manny Pacquiao and 
his eye was merely swelling. 
Then he learned after the 
defeat in November he 
had a fractured orbital 
bone. 

“I never thought it was go¬ 
ing to be a career-threat¬ 
ening injury until I was told 
in the hospital I had to 
have surgery,” the Tijuana 
Tornado said through a 
translator. “That’s when it 
all started sinking in that my 
career might come to an 
end.” 

It didn’t, and Margarito re¬ 
turns to the ring Dec. 3 in 
a rematch against Miguel 
Cotto for the Puerto Ri¬ 
can star’s WBA super wel¬ 
terweight title at Madison 
Square Garden. 

The 33-year-old former wel¬ 


terweight champion con¬ 
sidered retirement after the 
surgery to repair the frac¬ 
ture and another proce¬ 
dure about 2 y 2 months ago 
to fix a cataract caused by 
the blow. But he was as¬ 
sured by doctors he could 
still fight. 

He still can’t shake talk 
about what happened in

January 2009 when Mar¬ 
garito was found to have a 
plaster-like substance in his 
hand wraps before a loss to 
Shane Mosley. 

At a news conference in 
Manhattan on Tuesday to 
promote their bout, Cotto 
showed reporters a photo 
on his phone of Margarito’s 
hands after their fight that 


he suggested revealed an 
improper wrap. 

Margarito insisted yet again 
that “I’ve always fought 
clean.” 

“After I beat him, every¬ 
body’s going to see that,” 
Margarito said. 

Margarito stopped Cotto 
in the 11th round in a rous¬ 
ing fight in July 2008 to win 
the WBA welterweight title. 
Since then, both have been 
battered by Pacquiao, and 
Margarito missed more 
than a year because of the 
hand-wrapping scandal. 
Promoter Bob Arum offered 
up a complicated plan to 
ensure both boxers’ wraps 
were legal before the De¬ 
cember bout. 

New York State Athletic 
Commission chairwom¬ 
an Melvina Lathan said 
she was confident her in¬ 
spectors could secure a 
clean fight without extra 
precautions.^ 


laid up on the all the par 5s; 
from Jim Furyk winning the 
FedEx Cup last year and 
reaching No. 2 in the world 
when Woods was at his 
peak; and most recently, 
from Donald. 

“I remember there was talk 
10 years ago how there’s 
no way a Justin Leonard or 
a Luke Donald or a Mark 
Wilson could be No. 1 in the 
world because they don’t 
hit it far enough,” Wilson 
said. “I’ve gotten really ma¬ 
ture in the last 12 months to 
work more on my wedges 
and realize that’s where 
the game ultimately lies. 

“It is an inspiration to see 
Luke at No. 1 in the world. 
He’s always at the top of 
the leaderboard.”

“Most of the guys you see 
coming out now, they all 
bomb it,” said Dustin John¬ 
son, who does just that. “It 
seems like that’s kind of a 
trend now. I don’t know 
any guys that have come 
out in the last couple years 
that were short hitters that 
are at the top of the PGA 
Tour.” 

The mistake can be chas¬ 
ing after distance. 

Matteo Manassero, the 
18-year-old from Italy who 
already has won twice on 
the European Tour, talks 
about trying to add dis¬ 
tance, even though he 
has spent his young career 
making sure his short game 
is immaculate because it 
has to be. It has worked so 
far. “I chase it every week,” 
said David Toms, whose 13 
career tour wins include a 
major. “It seems like I ask for 
another driver every week 
and always go back to the 
same one.” 

The year after winning the 
PGA Championship, Toms 
played the opening round 
at Hazeltine with Woods 
and Ernie Els, two power 
hitters that made him ques¬ 
tion what he was doing out 
there. □

EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J. (AP) 

— Scoop and score. 

It’s one of those silly expres¬ 
sions defensive coaches 
scream at their players to 
get them to run after the 
ball any time it hits the 
ground. 

Most times, it’s meaning¬ 
less — the ball is dead and 
picking it up is a waste of 
time. 

For Michael Boley and the 
New York Giants, scoop 
and score played a big 
role in a 28-16 victory over 
the error-prone St. Louis 
Rams on Monday night — 
the first matchup between 
Tom Coughlin and his for¬ 
mer defensive coordinator, 
Steve Spagnuolo. 

Boley made the biggest 
play of the game, return¬ 
ing a lateral by Sam Brad¬ 
ford 65 yards for a second- 
quarter touchdown that 
gave the Giants (1 -1) some 
breathing room and sent 
the Rams on their way to a 
second straight loss. 
“Boley’s play is tremen¬ 
dous," Giants defensive 
captain Justin Tuck said. 
“I've seen that happen a 
lot of times where guys just 
leave the ball there and 
think it's an incomplete 
pass." 

Boley never considered 
leaving the ball on the turf 
at MetLife Stadium after 
Bradford's pass on a third 
and eight from the Giants 
25 with New York ahead 
7-6. 

The veteran linebacker 
had smelled out the screen 
pass to Cadillac Williams 
and it didn’t take him long 
to run after the ball after 


Bradford's errant toss and 
take it down the sideline for 
a score. 

“For us, one of the things 
we talk about in practice 
is whenever the ball hits 
the turf is to pick it up and 
leave no doubt and always 
scoop and score,” Boley 
said. 

“Right before I picked it up 
I didn't hear a whistle so I 
am just thinking score.” 
Bradford, who was 22 of 
46 for 331 yards, took the 
blame for the mistake, one 
of four major gaffes by the 
Rams that either led to or 
contributed to a Giants 
touchdown. 

“They were bringing some¬ 
one off that edge, and I 
hurried and tried to get 
it around the guy and in 


doing that I threw it back¬ 
ward,” Bradford said. “I just 
can't do that. In hindsight 
I probably should have 
called a timeout and got¬ 
ten out of that play.” 

A muffed punt, a blown 
coverage late in the first 
half and a crucial pass in¬ 
terference penalty early in 
the second were the other 
key mistakes that led to the 
Rams handing the Giants a 
gift win. 

“It seemed when they 
gave us a little opening, we 
jumped in there and got 
points and scored touch¬ 
downs and didn’t settle for 
field goals,” said Eli Man¬ 
ning, who completed 18 of 
29 passes for 200 yards, two 
touchdown and an inter¬ 
ception. 


Manning hit Hakeem Nicks 
with a 3-yard TD pass after a 
muffed punt and Domenik 
Hixon made a spectacular 
juggling grab on a 22-yard 
score after a busted cov¬ 
erage late in the first half. 
Brandon Jacobs scored 
on a 9-yard run in the third 
quarter after a third-down 
pass interference call kept 
New York's opening drive 
of the half alive. 

“It's a little bit of the same 
story as last week, we shot 
ourselves in the foot,” said 
Spagnuolo, who kept the 
media waiting 25 minutes 
after the game before talk¬ 
ing. 

“It's difficult enough to 
beat any football team in 
this league without doing 
that, when you kind of beat 


yourself." 

Bradford threw a touch¬ 
down pass and Josh Brown 
kicked three short field 
goals for the Rams, who 
moved up and down the 
field, gaining 367 yards. The 
one area they could not 
move was in the red zone. 
“The thing I liked about 
what we did tonight was 
we showed resiliency," said 
Tuck, who had 1 'A sacks in 
his first game of the season 
after sitting out the open¬ 
er with a neck injury. “In 
a lot of those situations, if 
they get touchdowns, that 
score is a lot different.” 

The Rams killed themselves 
in the red zone. 

They settled for three short 
field goals after drives 
stalled inside the Giants 10, 
with the first coming after 
they got a first-and-goal at 
the 1 following a 68-yard 
catch and run by Danario 
Alexander, who had three 
catches for 122 yards. 

Nicks, who was question¬ 
able for the game because 
of a bruised knee, put New 
York ahead with the 3-yard 
TD catch. The score came 
after New York got a first 
down at the Rams' 9 af¬ 
ter Bradley Fletcher was 
called for pass interference 
against Nicks. 

A 25-yard field goal by 
Brown closed the gap to 
7-6 later in the quarter, and 
the Rams seemed to be in 
position to take the lead 
early in the second until 
Bradford threw his lateral 
and Boley went the other 
way. 

“It was a big momentum 
lift," Boley said after his 
first career regular-season 
touchdown. □

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Sex Cancer - By:

Many people might 
not equate cancer and sex 
together. We know that sex, 
through the transmission of the 
HIV virus can be life threaten¬ 
ing, but there are more prob¬ 
lems. Cancer is o medical 
condition where a malignant 
tumor or growth caused when 
cells multiply uncontrollably, 
destroys healthy tissue. There 
ore different forms of cancers 
that take place in different 
ports of your body. 

My mother Nora’s sis¬ 
ter died twenty-five years ago 
of cervical cancer. Aunt Lila’s 
death angered me at the time 
because Lila was involved in 
propagating regular pelvic ex¬ 
aminations that could detect 
early stages of cancer in the 
cervix for the Public Health De¬ 
partment in Venezuela. Unlike 
most cancers, cervical can¬ 
cer con be prevented and if 
caught early enough can be 
successfully treated. 

A test developed 
more than 60 years ago by 
Dr. George Papanicolaou; the 
Pap smear is now a standard 
gynecological screening test 
during a pelvic exam. A Pap 
smear is a test that will collect 
cells from the cervix, the lower, 
end of the uterus. Laboratory 
analysis of the sample is used 
to look for abnormalities that 
might suggest the presence 
of cervical cancer or infection 
and inflammation. The Ameri¬ 
can Cancer Society recom¬ 
mends that women have their 
first Pap smear three years af¬ 
ter first having sexual relations, 
or at age 21 if they have not 
been sexually active. Profes¬ 
sionally, I suggest these tests 


begin earlier since most young 
women are sexually active by 
age sixteen. 

The cause of almost 
all cases of cervical cancer 
is a virus that is sexually trans¬ 
mitted. Unfortunately, the Pop 
test may not find abnormal 
cells until cancer already has 
developed. Luckily there is a 
test you can have along with 
your Pap smear to detect the 
virus that causes those abnor¬ 
mal cells called the human 
Papillomavirus test (HPV test). 

HPV virus has become 
an epidemic. In healthy indi¬ 
viduals the body’s immune sys¬ 
tem fights the HPV virus before it 
causes problems. When infect¬ 
ed with the HPV virus, changes 
take place in the body’s cells 
that may develop into cervical 
cancer if not detected and 
treated early. Human papil¬ 
loma virus is the cause of 99.7 
percent of all cases of cervi¬ 
cal cancer. Worse, cancer 
that develops from HPV is not 
limited to the cervix and if the 
virus infiltrates the lymph gland 
system, the cancer-producing 
virus can travel to any part 
of the body. Predictably, a 
woman infected with HPV will 
contract cancer in her lifetime 
and will probably eventually 
die from cancer. HPV infection 
is spread by direct skin-to-skin 
contact with infected body 
fluids during vaginal, oral, or 
anal sex. After exposure, warts 
may begin to appear within 
several weeks; or they may 
take months or even years to 
appear; or they never appear 
at all. HPV infected men or 
women who do not appear to 
have symptoms are as conta¬ 


gious os persons who have vis¬ 
ible warts. However, not every¬ 
one who has been exposed to 
the virus will be infected. 

Cancer has countless 
secondary causes, but the ba¬ 
sic cause, not enough oxygen 
in your cells. The HPV virus con¬ 
verts cells from using oxygen 
to on anaerobic, no oxygen 
metabolism. Viruses are an¬ 
aerobic - they cannot exist in 
a healthy elevated oxygen en¬ 
vironment, Influenza, Herpes, 
Warts, Measles, Canker (Cold) 
Sores and HPV are all anaero¬ 
bic. They exist and grow with 
little or no oxygen present. In¬ 
crease cellular oxygen levels 
and these anaerobic diseases 
cannot replicate and cannot 
exist. Lack of oxygen in the 
tissues, because of constant 
or chronic inflammation is the 
basic cause for all degenera¬ 
tive disease.

Con¬ 
ditions such as vaginitis and 
yeast infection usually pro¬ 
duce symptoms, while cervi¬ 
cal dysplasia or cancers often 
do not. Gynecological exami¬ 
nations may be used to view 
the cervix or obtain biopsy tis¬ 
sue and freezing therapy may 
be used to remove abnormal 
cervical tissue, but nothing will 
cure you from the HPV virus. 

Get The Point! The 
bod news is that too many 
women are still getting cervi¬ 
cal cancer and are still dying. 
This, however, can change for 
the better if woman and men 
insist that their sexual partners 
use condoms. We need to re¬ 
alize that a woman infected 
with HPV can give another 
woman, through sexual con¬ 
tact the virus and infected 
men, who usually do not show 
symptoms con infect countless 
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women. To protect our health 
we need to learn more about 
the health consequences of 
sexual contact and realize 
that by being careful it does 
not mean that you trust your 
partner any less. Call for an 
appointment. Let us teach 
you how to keep cancer and 
other diseases out of your love 
life.

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Driverless car navigates Berlin streets

BERLIN (AP) — It can talk, 
see, drive and no longer 
needs a human being to 
control it by remote. The cor 
ot the future — completely 
computer-controlled — is 
on the streets of Berlin. 

All summer, researchers 
from the city’s Free Univer¬ 
sity hove been testing the 
automobile around the 
German capital. The ve¬ 
hicle maneuvers through 
traffic on its own using a 
sophisticated combina¬ 
tion of devices, including a 
computer, electronics and 
o precision satellite navi¬ 
gation system in the trunk, 
o camera in the front, and 
loser scanners on the roof 
and around the front and 
rear bumpers. “The vehicle 
can recognize other cars 
on the rood, pedestrians, 
buildings and trees up to 
70 meters (yards) around 
it and even see if the traf¬ 
fic lights ahead ore red or 
green and react accord¬ 
ingly,” Raul Rojos, the head 
of the university’s research 
group for artificial intelli¬ 
gence, told reporters at o 
presentation Friday. 

“In fact, the car’s recogni¬ 
tion and reaction to its envi¬ 
ronment is much faster than 
a human being’s reaction.” 
The scientists have worked 
on their research cor, o 
Volkswagen Passat worth 
€400,000 ($551,800) with lots 
of built-in special technol¬ 
ogy, for four years. 

Several other groups hove 
also been working on such 
technology recently, no¬ 
tably Google, which has 


been testing o robotic Toy¬ 
ota Prius in Nevada. 

“There’s a big trend for 
completely computer- 
controlled cars — many 
companies and research 
centers in several countries 
ore working on it and it is 
hard to soy, who’s got the 
most-developed vehicle at 
the moment,” Ferdinand 
Dudenhoeffer, o professor 
for automotive econom¬ 
ics at the University of Duis- 
burg-Essen, told The Associ¬ 
ated Press on Tuesday. 
Dudenhoeffer estimated 
that with the technology 
advances, it could only 
take another decade for 
the fully automatic cars to 
start becoming available 
for consumers. “Even to¬ 
day’s cars ore often par¬ 
tially computer-controlled, 
for example when it comes 
to parking or emergency 
brakes.” However, he said, 
that besides the technolog¬ 
ical issues, the legal chal¬ 
lenges would be another 
issue that needed to be 
regulated: “Who will be re¬ 
sponsible when there’s on 
accident — the owner or 
the passenger of the com¬ 
puter-controlled cor or the 
company that produced 
it?” “However, oil in all, 
one can definitely say that 
computer-controlled cores 
will be much safer than hu¬ 
man drivers,” Dudenhoeffer 
said. “Especially if you keep 
in mind that most of today’s 
accidents ore caused by 
human error.” 

In Berlin, the university re¬ 
searchers received o spe¬ 
cial permit from the city’s 
security and safety con¬ 


trollers in June to use it in 
regular traffic — under the 
condition that o safety driv¬ 
er sits behind the steering 
wheel, even if he doesn’t 
touch anything — not the 
steering wheel, gas pedals 
nor brakes. 

On o special testing ground. 


the team has also been al¬ 
lowed to let the cor run 
without anyone on board. 
“This kind of technology is 
the future of mobility,” Ro¬ 
jas said, who hod o more 
conservative estimate than 
Dudenhoeffer, saying that 
it may be 30 to 40 years 
before they become avail¬ 
able to the overage con¬ 
sumer. 

The key to the automobile’s 
intelligence is in the way the 
computer program runs. 

“In the beginning with hod 
trouble with the robotic 


driving style of the cor,” 
said Rojos. 

“But we’ve worked on the 
programming and now its 
driving style is as smooth as 
a human being.” 

Rojos estimates that once 
the technology — spe¬ 
cifically the sensors — gets 


less expensive, such cars 
will eventually conquer the 
roads. “It is similar to the be- 



The car is driven by a computer that steers, starts and stops 
itself. The 360 degrees laser scanner on top of the car, a GPS 
system and other sensors monitor the surrounding traffic. A driver 
sits only for security reasons behind the steering wheel. The 
Autonomos team is part of the Artificial Intelligence Group of the 
Free University Berlin.

Google opens Plus social network to everyone 


NEW YORK (AP) — Google 
Inc. has opened up its 
Google Plus social network 
to everyone otter testing it 
with o limited audience for 
12 weeks. 

Google said in o blog post 
Tuesday that it will now let 
anyone sign up for Google 
Plus. Previously the service 
was only available by invi¬ 
tation, though it got easier 
to join in recent weeks. 

The company also add¬ 
ed o search capability to 
Google Plus that will let us¬ 
ers sift through posts on the 
site. 


Google Plus is the online 
search leader’s attempt to 
compete with Focebook, 
by far the world’s most pop¬ 
ulous online social network 
with more than 750 million 
users. Tuesday’s upgrades 
come two days ahead of 
Focebook’s f8 conference 
in Son Francisco, where the 
company is expected to 
unveil several new features. 
Google also mode Plus’s 
“Hangouts” feature — 
which lets users video chat 
with multiple people of o 
time— available on smart¬ 
phones with front-facing 


cameras. The feature cur¬ 
rently works with phones 
running Google’s Android 
system. Google soys sup¬ 
port for Apple devices is 
coming soon. 

A new service called 
“Hangouts On Air,” mean¬ 
while, lets users broadcast 
their videos online or view 
these videos os spectators. 
Google said it’s starting 
off with o limited number 
of broadcasters. Google 
plans to host its first such 
hangout with Block Eyed 
Peas frontman Will.i.om. on 
Wednesday night.Q

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Stocks end mixed as promise of Greek debt fix dims

NEW YORK (AP) — Investor 
optimism faded in a hurry 
Tuesday after two days of 
conferences ended with no 
resolution to Greece’s debt 


crisis. 

Stocks erased nearly all of 
their gains in the last hour 
of trading after rallying for 
much of the day on hopes 
the Fed would stimulate the 
economy. 

At the closing bell, the Dow 
Jones industrial average 
was left with a gain of 7.65 
points, or 0.1 percent, at 
11,408.66. 

It had been up as much as 
149.21 points earlier in the 
day. 


The Standard & Poor's 500 
index fell 2, or 0.2 percent, 
to 1,202.09. The Nasdaq 
composite fell 22.59, or 0.9 
percent, to 2,590.24. 

Many analysts believe the 
Fed will announce a new 


stimulus plan at the end 
of a two-day policy meet¬ 
ing Wednesday. But an¬ 
other two-day meeting, a 
teleconference between 
Greek officials and interna¬ 
tional lenders, spurred sellers 
late in the day. 

After the teleconference, 
the European Commission 
said debt inspectors would 
continue to review Greece's 
progress on its budget goals 
early next week. That sug¬ 
gested to investors that a 


resolution to Greece's debt 
crisis wouldn’t come in the 
next few days. 

Greek Finance Minister 
Evangelos Venizelos at¬ 
tempted to convince the 
European Commission, In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund 
and European Central 
Bank, known collectively as 
the Troika, that Greece can 
make deep budget cuts. 
Greece must meet the Troi¬ 
ka's strict budget targets in 
order to qualify for a second 
installment of the rescue 
package it received in 2010 
to keep it from defaulting 
on its debt. Greece is only 
one of several European 
countries that investors fear 
may be at risk of failing to 
pay their debts. On Monday 
night, the ratings agency 
Standard & Poor's cut Italy’s 
credit rating by one notch, 
citing the country’s grow¬ 
ing debt and weak growth 
outlook. Italy has the sec¬ 
ond-biggest debt burden 
among countries that use 
the euro, after Greece. 

If Greece or Italy were to 
default, European banks 
that have lent money to 
the countries could lose bil¬ 
lions of dollars. That could 
hurt the European banking 
system and have repercus¬ 
sions for U.S. banks, which 
have lent billions to their 
European counterparts. In¬ 
vestors are concerned that 
a default in Europe could 
cause a lending crisis similar 
to what happened after the 
collapse of Lehman Broth¬ 
ers in 2008. 

Investors have shifted be¬ 
tween optimism and pessi¬ 
mism that the region's debt 
problems will be resolved. 
Stock prices have swung 
sharply for months in re¬ 
sponse to investors’ chang¬ 
ing mood. □

Gm to develop electric 
cars with Chinese co.

HONG KONG - General Motors said Tuesday that it 
would develop electric cars in China through o joint 
venture with a Chinese automaker, and would trans¬ 
fer battery and other electric car technology to the 
venture. 

GM, which is already the largest foreign maker of con¬ 
ventional vehicles in China, is keen to help define the 
emerging generation of green-energy automobiles 
here. And the state-controlled Chinese auto industry 
is just os eager for expertise from GM, on acknowl¬ 
edged global leader in electric cor technology. 
Tuesday’s announcement was being mode os the 
Chinese government was putting heavy pressure on 
foreign automakers to transfer electric cor technol¬ 
ogy to joint ventures in China. But GM took pains to 
soy that its joint-venture agreement was not connect¬ 
ed to its plans to begin importing its new U.S.-mode 
Chevrolet Volt electric car to Chino this year. 

“They ore not linked,” Stephen J. Girsky, GM’s vice 
chairman, said in o telephone interview otter GM's 
first board meeting in Chino, held in Shanghai on Tues¬ 
day. 

Girsky said the Chinese government hod not request¬ 
ed the transfer to Chino of specific technologies from 
the Volt, and that GM understood that the Volt would 
not be eligible for the generous consumer subsidies 
Chino offered buyers of clean-energy cars.Q 


Carnival 3Q net Income up on strong ticket prices 


MIAMI (AP) — Carnival Corp.’s third-quarter net 
income rose 3 percent os the cruise operator 
was helped by lower-than-expected costs and 
strong ticket prices during its peak summer sea¬ 
son. The Miami company also cut the high end 
of its full-year earnings guidance on Tuesday, 
partly because of fuel costs. Carnival earned 
$1.34 billion, or $1.69 per shore, for the period 
ended Aug. 31, up from $1.3 billion, or $1.62 per 
share, during the some period o year earlier. 
Revenue climbed 12 percent to $5.06 billion 
from $4.53 billion. 

The performance beat Wall Street’s predictions, 
os analysts surveyed by FactSet hod called for 


earnings of $1.64 per shore on revenue of $4.9 
billion, on overage. 

Carnival’s stock gained $1.63, or 5.1 percent, to 
close at $33.88 Tuesday. The shares hove traded 
between $28.96 and $48.14 over the post year. 
Revenue yields, which measure the amount o 
cruise company mokes from its passengers otter 
removing expenses, were better than expect¬ 
ed. North American revenue yields rose almost 
6 percent, while European, Australian and Asian 
revenue yields dropped 2 percent mostly be¬ 
cause of ongoing political unrest in the Middle 
East and North Africa. 

Net revenue yields climbed 2.6 percent, which 


was better than the company’s outlook for on 
increase of 1 percent to 2 percent. 

CEO Micky Arison said in o statement that bet¬ 
ter revenue yields help to offset o 45 percent 
increase in fuel prices. Carnival, whose brands 
include Holland America Line, Princess Cruises 
and Carnival Cruise Lines, said cumulative ad¬ 
vance bookings for the rest of the year and first 
holt of 2012 ore at higher prices with slightly low¬ 
er occupancies compared with lost year. “De¬ 
spite the uncertain economic environment, we 
hove a strong base of business for the first half of 
2012, and booking trends during the third quar¬ 
ter hove been solid. □

At Yahoo, a weak board stumbles 
in a series of missteps

Yahoo’s board is arguably 
not the worst in America. 
It’s not a board dominated 
by an imperial chief execu¬ 
tive or one where the direc¬ 
tors are busy cutting side 
deals to enrich themselves. 
Unfortunately for Yahoo’s 
shareholders, the board is 
simply weak, unable to as¬ 
sert itself in important areas. 
This feebleness is about to 
leave Yahoo to the wolves. 
The Yahoo directors ap¬ 
pear to have no vision or 
patience. 

This self-created vacuum 
has left the board and Ya¬ 
hoo directionless, allow¬ 
ing outside players to push 
these directors in inoppor¬ 
tune directions. 

The problems of the Ya¬ 
hoo board are endemic in 
corporate America. Share¬ 
holders put their faith in 


and entrust their money to 
directors to manage the 
company and counter a 
chief executive if need be. 
But when things get tough, 
boards become captive 
of executives or bankers or 
they simply leave. The re¬ 
cent case of Dynegy illus¬ 
trates this. Rather than stay 
to fix the mess the directors 
created, the entire Dyn¬ 


egy board resigned when 
shareholders rejected its ef¬ 
forts to sell the company. 
The reasons are interrelat¬ 
ed. 

Too often directors don’t 
have enough skin in the 
game to push the com¬ 
pany in a strong direction. 
Directors’ pay averages 
less than a $100,000 a year, 
typically far less than what 


they earn in their full-time 
jobs. They do not own sub¬ 
stantial stock in their com¬ 
panies and face no risk if 
things go wrong. Even if di¬ 
rectors are given incentives 
to take strong action, the 
corporate board is not set 
up for this type of decision¬ 
making. 

Directors are groups of 
people who work part time 
to manage the company. 
It’s tough getting any group 
to agree on anything, let 
alone to challenge chief 
executives who are used to 
being in charge. 

Boards thus naturally tend 
to rely on the top execu¬ 
tives and advisers. Board 
collegiality and friendships 
among directors and with 
the chief executive often 
also mean that no director 
takes a disruptive stance. 
zAII these factors work to 
prevent directors from tak¬ 
ing charge of a company 
or forging their own vi¬ 
sion, a sobering thought 
for those who advocate 
greater board power.Q

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AP: BP oil not degrading 
on Gulf floor, study says

— Tar balls washed onto 
Gulf of Mexico beaches 
by Tropical Storm Lee ear¬ 
lier this month show that 
oil left over from lost year's 
BP spill isn’t breaking 
down os quickly os some 
scientists thought it would, 
university researchers said 
Tuesday. 

Auburn University experts 
who studied tar samples 
at the request of coast¬ 
al leaders said the lat¬ 


est wove of gooey orbs 
and chunks appeared 
relatively fresh, smelled 
strongly and were hardly 
changed chemically from 
the weathered oil that 
collected on Gulf beach¬ 
es during the spill. 

The study concluded that 
mats of oil — not weath¬ 
ered tar, which is harder 
and contains fewer hy¬ 
drocarbons — are still sub¬ 
merged on the seabed 
and could pose a long¬ 
term risk to coastal eco¬ 
systems. 

BP didn't immediately 
comment on the study, 
but the company added 
cleanup crews and ex¬ 
tended their hours after 
large patches of tar balls 
polluted the white sand at 
Gulf Shores and Orange 
Beach starting around 
Sept. 6. Tar balls also 
washed ashore in Pensac¬ 


ola, Fla., which is to the 
east and was farther from 
the storm's path. 

Marine scientist George 
Crozier said the findings 
make sense because 
submerged oil degrades 
slowly due to the relatively 
low amount of oxygen in 
the Gulf's sandy bottom. 
“It weathered to some ex¬ 
tent otter it moved from 
southern Louisiana to Al¬ 
abama ... but not much 
has happened to it since 
then,” said Crozier, long¬ 
time director of the state 
sea laboratory at Dau¬ 
phin Island. 

Crozier said remnants of 
the spill are “economical¬ 
ly toxic” for tourism, but he 
doubts there is much of 
an environmental threat. 
The oil lingering on the 
seabed is of a consistency 
and chemical composi¬ 
tion somewhere between 
crude oil and tar, he said. 
The company refused a 
request by the city of Gulf 
Shores to expand the lat¬ 
est cleanup efforts to in¬ 
clude heavy machinery. 
Auburn analyzed tar balls 
dredged up by Lee at the 
request of the city of Or¬ 
ange Beach with outside 
funding from the city, the 
National Science Founda¬ 
tion and the Marine Envi¬ 
ronmental Sciences Con¬ 
sortium. The study wasn’t 
reviewed by outside sci¬ 
entists before its release. □

The Soderbergh-directed 
version of “Moneyball” fell 
apart two years ago after 
Sony pulled the plug on it a 
few days before filming was 
to start. 

Soderbergh had submit¬ 
ted dramatic revisions to 
the script from Academy 
Award-winning screen¬ 
writer Steven Zaillian 
(“Schindler’s List”), and 
Sony was unwilling to go 
along with the changes, 
which reportedly included 
interview segments with 
real players and team offi¬ 
cials and re-enactments to 
tell the story as realistically 
as possible.

and won an Oscar for the 
screenplay, did a new draft 
of the “Moneyball” script, 
sharing the writing credit 
with Zaillian. 

The studio took a risk on a 
director to replace Soder¬ 
bergh, choosing Bennett 
Miller, a 2005 Oscar nomi¬ 
nee for his fiction feature 
debut “Capote.” Miller 
came from the artsier, low¬ 
er-budgeted independent 
world and had made only 
one film, a documentary, 
before “Capote.” 

The timing was right for Mill¬ 


er, who had spent a few 
years trying to get a film 
of his own off the ground 
and “had just conceded it 
wasn’t going to happen,” 
he said. “Moneyball” prob¬ 
ably wouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened either without Pitt 
going to bat for it. Miller 
said.“It needed a cham¬ 
pion for it to happen, be¬ 
cause there’s not a ton in 
the book that screams box 
office. It's not an obvious 
translation to film.

because the markets are 
limited once you get out 
of the United States,” Miller 
said.

So Miller and Pitt met, they 
connected, and “Money- 
ball” was back in play.

Obama aims 
to salvage 
Mideast plan

NEW YORK (AP) — The U.S. 

and its allies changed tac¬ 
tics Tuesday on how to 
avert a crisis over a Pales¬ 
tinian statehood bid, as the 
White House announced 
that President Barack 
Obama would meet Pal¬ 
estinian leader Mahmoud 
Abbas. At the same time, 
U.S. otficials conceded 
they could not stop Abbas 
trom officially launching his 
case for the Security Coun¬ 
cil’s approval of the state¬ 
hood effort. 

But they hoped to contain 
the fallout by urging Abbas 
not to push for an actual 
vote in the Council, where 
the U.S. has promised a 
veto, to give international 
peacemakers time to pro¬ 
duce a statement that 
would be the basis for re¬ 
sumed Israeli-Palestinian 
negotiations. Obama is 
expected to make a pro 
forma request to Abbas 
when they meet Wednes¬ 
day not to proceed with his 
initial plan, but also make 
the case for the Palestinian 
leader to essentially drop 
the move for statehood 
recognition after deliver¬ 
ing his letter of intent to the 
U.N., expected Friday. 

“The president will be able 
to say very directly why 
we believe that action at 
the United Nations is not 
the way to achieve a Pal¬ 
estinian state,” said Ben 
Rhodes, the White House 
deputy national security 
adviser. □

Republican presidential 
candidates slammed Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s Mid¬ 
dle East policies Tuesday 
while emphatically declar¬ 
ing their own support for 
Israel as the United Nations 
considered a bid for Pales¬ 
tinian statehood. 
Republican front-runner 
Rick Perry, the Texas gover¬ 
nor, denounced the presi¬ 
dent’s Israel policy as “mis¬ 
guided and dangerous,” 
speaking to supporters in 
New York as the Obama 
administration worked a 
few miles away to thwart 
a U.N. vote to grant formal 
recognition to the Palestin¬ 
ian Authority. 

Perry also accused Obama 
of appeasement, as did 
Minnesota Rep. Michele 
Bachmann, who assailed 
the president from the Mid¬ 
west. Perry’s chief rival for 
the nomination, former 
Massachusetts Gov. Mitt 
Romney, issued a state¬ 
ment accusing Obama 
of “throwing Israel under 
the bus.” The Republican 
campaigns have similar 
goals: establish contrasts 
with Obama on an issue 
where he’s struggled; chip 
away at American Jews’ 
support for Democrats and 
prove their conservative, 
pro-Israel bona tides with 
the evangelical voters who 
will play a significant role in 
the Republican presiden¬ 
tial primaries. During the 
2008 election campaign, 
Obama worked hard to re¬ 
assure nervous Jewish vot¬ 
ers that he would defend 
Israel as president. But he’s 


faced doubts and criticism 
since then. 

Perry criticized Obama’s 
stated goal that any ne¬ 
gotiations should be based 
on Israel’s borders prior to 
the 1967 Mideast war, with 
mutually agreed adjust¬ 
ments and land swaps to 
accommodate population 
shifts and some homebuild- 
ing since 1967. Perry called 
that stance “insulting and 
naive.” Obama angered 
Israel earlier this year by 
endorsing a Palestinian 
demand that negotiations 


But Perry had strong criti¬ 
cism nonetheless, speaking 
to a group of ultraconserva¬ 
tive Jewish and Israeli lead¬ 
ers at a New York hotel. 
“Simply put, we would not 
be here today at the preci¬ 
pice of such a dangerous 
move if the Obama policy 
in the Middle East wasn’t 
naive, arrogant, misguided 
and dangerous,” Perry said, 
flanked by U.S. and Israeli 
flags. “The Obama admin¬ 
istration has appeased the 
Arab Street at the expense 
of our own national security 


their efforts to win over the 
conservative and evangeli¬ 
cal voters who care deeply 
about Republican support 
for Israel. They back Israel as 
a U.S. ally in the fight against 
terror and as a rare democ¬ 
racy in the volatile Mideast. 
Some also support Israel for 
theological reasons. 

Perry told reporters his sup¬ 
port for Israel was in part 
driven by his religious faith. 

“I also as a Christian have 
a clear directive to support 
Israel, so from my perspec¬ 
tive it’s pretty easy,” Perry 
said when a reporter asked 
if Perry’s faith was driv¬ 
ing his views. “Both as an 
American and as a Chris¬ 
tian, I am going to stand 
with Israel.” Republicans 
who describe themselves 
as evangelical prefer Perry 
over Romney — 33 percent 
really like Perry while just 17 
percent really like Romney, 
according to an August 
AP-GfK poll. Republicans 
who aren’t evangelical like 
both men about the same. 
A third Republican can¬ 
didate, Minnesota Rep. 
Bachmann, also weighed in 
Tuesday — but Bachmann, 
also an evangelical, left re¬ 
ligion out of it and instead 
issued a statement calling 
on Obama to prevent Ira¬ 
nian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad from coming 
to the U.N. “Ahmadinejad 
has shown himself to be 
an enemy not only of Is¬ 
rael, but also of the United 
States,” the Minnesota con¬ 
gresswoman said. “This ad¬ 
ministration tried and failed 
to do outreach to Iran, re¬ 
minding us once again that 
appeasement of deadly 
dictators is never a wise or 
effective strategy.”Q

Kutcher sets sitcom record; 
Charlie Sheen roast a big draw

NEW YORK (AP) — Both 
Ashton Kutcher and Char¬ 
lie Sheen have something 
to brag about during their 
big nights on television. 
Kutcher's debut as 
Sheen's replacement in 
the CBS sitcom “Two and 
a Half Men” was seen 
by 28.7 million people 


on Monday. The Nielsen 
Co. said Tuesday that 
was more than any oth¬ 
er episode in the show's 
first eight seasons, when 
Sheen was the star. 

The sitcom’s previous 
best came in May 2005 
following fhe final epi¬ 
sode of “Everybody Loves 
Raymond." Meanwhile, 
Sheen appeared Mon¬ 


day as the “victim" of a 
Comedy Central roast 
that reached 6.4 million 
people. That is the second 
most-watched telecast 
in the cable network's 
history, behind only Jeff 
Dunham's holiday special 
in 2008. The season-open¬ 
ing episode of “Two and 
a Half Men,” television's 
most popular comedy, 
was much anticipated. 
Producers kept it a secret 
how they would kill off 
Sheen's character and in¬ 
troduce Kutcher's. 

Sheen had been fired 
from the show last season 
for drug use and erratic 
behavior. He launched a 
weekslong tirade against 
his bosses, including show 
creator Chuck Lorre, and 
Lorre got revenge in Mon¬ 
day’s episode. 

Sheen's Charlie Harper 
character was killed when 
he was hit by a subway 
train in Paris. 

Meanwhile, Kutcher ap¬ 
peared as an Internet 
billionaire unsuccessful in 
a suicide atfempt over a 
crumbled relafionship. He 
fell right into the show's 
randy ways, picking up 
two women during a bar 
visit that same night. 

The success of “Two and 
a Half Men" gave a boost 
to the premiere of CBS' 
new comedy “2 Broke 
Girls" fhaf followed it. That 
show had an audience 
of 19.4 million, fhe largest 
audience for a fall sitcom 
premiere since “Inside 
Schwartz" a decade ago. 
The veteran CBS comedy 
“How I Met Your Mother” 
had its best season pre¬ 
miere numbers. By con¬ 
trast, the season premiere 
of “Hawaii Five-0" had a 
relatively modest audi¬ 
ence of 12 million. □ 
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Glimpses of the next great famine

- What’s most heartbreaking 
about starving children isn’t the 
patches of hair that fall out, the 
mottled skin and painful sores, 
the bones poking through taut 
skin. No, it’s the emptiness in 
their faces. 

These children are conscious 
and their eyes follow you - but 
lethargically, devoid of expres¬ 
sion, without tears or screams 
or even frowns. A starving child 
shuts off emotions, directing ev¬ 
ery calorie to keep vital organs 
functioning. 

The United Nations warns that 
the famine in the Horn of Africa 
could kill 750,000 people in the 
coming months, and tens of 
thousands hove already died. 
In a German aid hospital here 
in Dodoob, Dr. Daniel Muchiri 
showed four wards full of chil¬ 
dren suffering from severe mal¬ 
nutrition. Even among the rare 
children who reach this well- 
equipped hospital, one dies 
each day on overage - and 
Malyun Muhammad may soon 
become one of them. 

Malyun, 2 years old and weigh¬ 
ing just 14 pounds, was lying list¬ 
lessly on o bed, her eyes follow¬ 
ing me but utterly blank. 

“I wouldn’t soy she has o great 
chance of making it, because 
she come so late,” Dr. Muchiri 
said. 

Dodoob is now the largest refu¬ 
gee comp in the world, with 
430,000 inhabitants. It has dou¬ 
bled in size over the lost year, 
and o huge array of aid groups 
work here. 

The famine is caused by drought 

- the worst in 60 years - but even 
more by the intransigence of 
the fundamentalist Muslim mili¬ 
tia, known as the Shabob, that 
rules part of Somalia. The area 
where large numbers of peo¬ 
ple are dying almost perfectly 
overlays the regions where the 
Shabab is in control. 

In a sense, that marks progress 
in the world’s struggle against 
hunger. Kenyans and Ethiopians 
hove planted drought-resistant 
crops, built water projects and 
diversified their livelihoods, so 
this drought has affected them 
less than it would have in the 
past. An early-warning system 
gave a year’s notice that a 
famine was on the way, and aid 
agencies moved in supplies. 

In Somalia, however, the 


Shabab keeps out most aid 
workers and has blocked most 
food shipments. It also tries to 
block Somalis from fleeing to get 
food elsewhere. 

The Shabab has also tormented 
its people with taxes and op¬ 
pression. It has banned bras as 
a Western badge of promiscu¬ 
ity, and refugees say that young 
Shabab fighters sometimes 
grope women to detect bras. 
Refugees told me that the 
Shabab was widely disliked, 
and one solution to the famine 
would be stronger international 
backing for the weak and wob¬ 
bly government in the Somalian 
capital, Mogadishu, in hopes of 
nurturing stability and replacing 
the Shabab. But that seems im¬ 
probable. 

Listening to the stories of these 
Somalis left my heart aching. 
Consider one man I met who 
hod just trekked across the 
desert and arrived at Dadaab: 
Bele Muhammad, a 45-year-old 
farmer. Two of his children had 
starved to death in the previ¬ 
ous three weeks, he told me. 
A 14-year-old boy, Abdul Aziz, 
died first, and then an 8-year- 
old girl, Fatumo. Bele’s wife and 
six remaining children were near 
death, so he set out on foot with 
50 others to walk to Kenya to 
scout a route. 

It was a horrific 10-day journey, 
partly because eight armed 
bandits attacked his group 
shortly after it crossed the Ke¬ 
nyan border. “The robbers 
asked me for money, and I said I 
had none,” Bele recounted. 

The bandits separated the men 
from the women and then, he 
thinks, raped the women. The 
bandits tortured the men with 
fire to find where they had hid¬ 
den money; Bele showed me 
the burns on his face and arms. 
Finally, the bandits realized he 
hod nothing and released him. 
And now, despite the ordeal, 
Bele is sending word back to 
his family that his three stron¬ 
gest children, ages 4 through 
12, should set out and try to 
walk to Dadaab - even if that 
means they will be attacked by 
bandits, even tortured or raped 
along the way. 

“If they stay in Somalia, they will 
die of hunger,” he said bluntly. 
That’s what the choice comes 
down to for many Somalis: Do 
they risk starvation at home or 
torture and rope while fleeing? 
As for his wife, Mulki, and the 
other three children, Bele says 
they are simply too weak to at¬ 
tempt the journey. Bele was qui¬ 
et for a moment and then add¬ 
ed: ”1 pray for them. They may 
die. But there is nothing that we 
can do.” 

As he braced himself to learn of 
the death of his wife and three 
weaker children, there was one 
silver lining. After Bele arrived 
barefoot and burned at the 
camp, another Somali refugee 
(and CARE employee) named 
Abdulkadir Abdullahi Muya felt 
compassion for him. 

Abdulkadir reached into his own 
pocket and provided Bele with 
clothes, shoes and food - and 
restored his faith in humanity. 
And mine.Q 



Israel: Adrift at sea alone

I’ve never been more worried 
about Israel’s future. The crum¬ 
bling of key pillars of Israel’s se¬ 
curity - the peace with Egypt, 
the stability of Syria and the 
friendship of Turkey and Jordan 
- coupled with the most diplo¬ 
matically inept and strategically 
incompetent government in Is¬ 
rael’s history have put Israel in a 
very dangerous situation. 

This has also left the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment fed up with Israel’s 
leadership but o hostage to its 
ineptitude, because the power¬ 
ful pro-lsroel lobby in on election 
season can force the admin¬ 
istration to defend Israel at the 
U.N., even when it knows Israel 
is pursuing policies not in its own 
interest or America’s. 

Israel is not responsible for the 
toppling of President Hosni 
Mubarak of Egypt or for the up¬ 
rising in Syria or for Turkey’s deci¬ 
sion to seek regional leadership 
by cynically trashing Israel or for 
the fracturing of the Palestinian 
national movement between 
the West Bank and Gaza. What 
Israel’s prime minister, Bibi Ne¬ 
tanyahu, is responsible for is 
failing to put forth a strategy to 
respond to all of these in a way 
that protects Israel’s long-term 
interests. 

OK, Netanyahu has a strategy: 
Do nothing vis-a-vis the Palestin¬ 
ians or Turkey that will require him 
to go against his base, compro¬ 
mise his ideology or antagonize 
his key coalition partner. Foreign 
Minister Avigdor Liebermon, an 
extreme right-winger. Then, call 
on the U.S. to stop Iran’s nuclear 
program and help Israel out of 


every pickle, but make sure that 
President Barack Obama can’t 
ask for anything in return - like 
halting Israeli settlements - by 
mobilizing Republicans in Con¬ 
gress to box in Obama and by 
encouraging Jewish leaders to 
suggest that Obama is hostile 
to Israel and is losing the Jewish 
vote. And meanwhile, get the 
Israel lobby to hammer anyone 
in the administration or Congress 
who says aloud that maybe 
Bibi has mode some mistakes, 
not just Barack. There, who says 
Netanyahu doesn’t have a 
strategy? “The years-long dip¬ 
lomatic effort to integrate Israel 
as an accepted neighbor in the 
Middle East collapsed this week, 
with the expulsion of the Israeli 
ambassadors from Ankara and 
Cairo, and the rushed evacu¬ 
ation of the embassy staff from 
Amman,” wrote Haaretz news¬ 
paper’s Aluf Benn. “The region 
is spewing out the Jewish state, 
which is increasingly shutting it¬ 
self off behind fortified walls, un¬ 
der a leadership that refuses any 
change, movement or reform ... 
Netanyahu demonstrated utter 
passivity in the face of the dra¬ 
matic changes in the region, 
and allowed his rivals to seize the 
initiative and set the agenda.” 
What could Israel have done? 
The Palestinian Authority, which 
has made concrete strides in the 
past five years at building the in¬ 
stitutions and security forces of a 
state in the West Bank - making 
life there quieter than ever for 
Israel - finally said to itself: ‘‘Our 
state-building has not prompted 
Israel to halt settlements or en¬ 
gage in steps to separate, so all 
we’re doing is sustaining Israel’s 
occupation. Let’s go to the U.N., 
get recognized as a state within 
the 1967 borders and fight Israel 
that way.” Once this was clear, 
Israel should have either put out 
its own peace plan or tried to 
shape the U.N. diplomacy with 
its own resolution that reaffirmed 
the right of both the Palestin¬ 
ian and the Jewish people to a 
state in historic Palestine and re¬ 
ignited negotiations. 


Netanyahu did neither. Now the 
U.S. is scrambling to defuse the 
crisis, so the U.S. does not hove 
to cast a U.N. veto on a Pales¬ 
tinian state, which could be 
disastrous in an Arab world in¬ 
creasingly moving toward more 
popular self-rule. 

On Turkey, the Obama team and 
Netanyahu’s lawyers worked 
tirelessly these last two months 
to resolve the crisis stemming 
from the killing by Israeli com¬ 
mandos of Turkish civilians in the 
May 2010 Turkish aid flotilla that 
recklessly tried to land in Gaza. 
Turkey was demanding an apol¬ 
ogy. According to an exhaustive 
article about the talks by the Is¬ 
raeli columnist Nahum Borneo 
of the Yediot Aharonot newspa¬ 
per, the two sides agreed that 
Israel would apologize only for 
‘‘operational mistakes” and the 
Turks would agree to not raise le¬ 
gal claims. Bibi then undercut his 
own lawyers and rejected the 
deal, out of national pride and 
fear that Liebermon would use it 
against him. So Turkey threw out 
the Israeli ambassador. 

As for Egypt, stability has left 
the building there and any new 
Egyptian government is going to 
be subjected to more populist 
pressures on Israel. Some of this is 
unavoidable, but why not hove 
a strategy to minimize it by Israel 
putting a real peace map on 
the table? 

I have great sympathy for Is¬ 
rael’s strategic dilemma and no 
illusions about its enemies. But 
Israel today is giving its friends 
- and Obama’s one of them - 
nothing to defend it with. Israel 
can fight with everyone or it can 
choose not to surrender but to 
blunt these trends with a peace 
overture that fair-minded peo¬ 
ple would recognize as serious, 
and thereby reduce its isolation. 
Unfortunately, Israel today does 
not have a leader or a cabinet 
for such subtle diplomacy. One 
can only hope that the Israeli 
people will recognize this before 
this government plunges Israel 
into deeper global isolation and 
drags America along with it. □

The day opened with a 


dizzying clash of color and 
prints by Mary Katrantzou, 
the 28-year-old design¬ 
er from Athens who has 
gained a devoted follow¬ 
ing in just three years with 
her distinctive bold prints 
of unusual subjects like Chi¬ 
nese vases and Faberge 
eggs. 

For spring and summer 
2012, Katrantzou played 
with a theme of “industrial 
fabrication versus beauty in 
nature,” dishing up dresses 
and pantsuits that over¬ 
whelmed the eye with their 
dozens of dissonant pat¬ 
terns and saturated hues. 
Most of those patterns were 
florals, though not as you 
know it. In the pant suits, a 
print of a dense flower field 
appears in fuchsia on the 
trouser legs, but becomes 
horizontal layers of bright 
blue, yellow and orange 
on the jacket. 

Although Katrantzou went 
to town with colors — even 
the models’ lips were paint¬ 
ed green or blue — she 
didn't neglect texture and 
structure. Stiffly construct¬ 
ed, exaggerated bubble 
skirts reflect her back¬ 
ground as an architecture 
student, and ethereal, 
floating trains were added 
to matching mini-dresses. 
Plastic-coated pieces 
have a hard sheen that re¬ 
minded audiences of the 
industrial theme, and the fi¬ 
nale gown — a concoction 
of glittering floral embel¬ 


lishments and gray scrap 
metal — took the idea to a 
literal level. 

Meanwhile, loose, abstract 
50s shapes and bright jewel 
hues presided at Serbian- 
born Roksanda llincic's 
show. 

llincic, a former model 
whose elegant designs 
were recently worn by Mi¬ 
chelle Obama and Prince 
William’s wife, the Duchess 
of Cambridge, mainly used 
luxurious silks and satins in 
mustardy old gold, jade, 
turquoise and electric ma¬ 
genta. The tones were per¬ 
fect for the show’s setting, 
a regal, darkened hall with 
huge chandeliers at the In¬ 
stitute of Directors building.
